Foley said 
Tracy Vincent's tutelage had 
been great and made her transi- 
tion to her new job “so much 


easier.” Monday, July 15 was 
Foley’s first day without 
Vincent. 

Foley, who earned her 


bachelor’s degree in Human Re- 
source Management from 
Towson State University, began 
working in recycling on campus 
during her undergraduate years. 
After graduation, Foley man- 
aged the Towson State Univer- 
sity recycling program and then 
worked for the Maryland De- 
partment of the Environment 
before being hired by the City 
of, Greenbelt. 


Semester in Beijing

Police Working as Agents 
Considered by Council

On June 18, the Greenbelt 


City Council held a special 
meeting and a work session. 
The main subject of the 
evening, the proposal for city 
police to act as agents, was dis- 
cussed during the work session. 

During the special meeting, 
which was held first, Council 
voted for the purchase of six 
1996 Ford Crown Victorias for 
police use. The purchase cost is 
$114,108, which is in line with 
the 1997 budget. 

Right after the vote, the 
work session started. Council 
members, lawyers and insurance 
agents working for Greenbelt 
homeowners associations dis- 
cussed the proposal to allow 
police officers to work as 
agents. As agent of the prop- 
erty, the police would not need 
the presence of the condo- 
minium manager or owner to 
arrest repeat trespassers. Lt. 
John Lann of the Greenbelt Po- 
lice Department explained that 
his department did not want 


carte blanche to arrest repeat 


trespassers without the presence 
of the homeowner or the man- 
ager after the first offense. 


at Beijing University following 
a “NI HAO”, a basic Chinese 
language and culture program.

Recycling Job Here 
Now, on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays, Greenbelt’s new re- 
cycling coordinator makes sure 


the two recycling trucks from. 


A. B. Consolidated, Inc., a 
Hyattsville company, do not 
miss any set-outs. 

One recycling truck picks up 
the paper materials and the 
other, the co-mingles. (Co- 
mingles should still be placed 
in yellow plastic bins, sepa- 
rately from paper materials.) 

Foley said the trucks, staii- 
ing their route at 7 a.m., go 
first to Greenbelt East to beat 
the heat. 

The paper materials eventu- 
ally go to Georgetown Paper 
Stock, according to Foley, 
which pays the city $5 per: ton. 
She also said Prince George’s 
County’s Material Recovery Fa- 
cility (MRF) receives. the co- 
mingles, also at $5 per ton. 


Lann said there was such a 
program in place in Charleston, 
SC. 

Steve Silverman, an attorney 
for Windsor Green and 
Greenbrook Village 
Homeowners’ Associations, said 
Charleston was in a different 
jurisdiction and therefore the 
legal ramifications’ here could 
be different. In case his clients 
were to be sued, there could be 
no insurance coverage. 

John Manougian, an insur- 
ance agent representing 
Greenbriar Phases I, Il & III, 
said should the agreement to let 
police officers act as agents be 
implemented, there was no 
guarantee his clients’ current 
insurance policies would pro- 
tect them. Manougian ex- 


plained that a suit could leave 


his chents with huge legal fees 
even before the case goes to 
court. 

Sheldon Goldberg of the 
Windsor Green Homeowners’ 
Association said he wanted to 
see in big print what the insur- 
ance policies do not cover. 
Council members said they

Foley added that the price of 


paper had fallen drastically this 
year. 

Foley said her job also en- 
tails monitoring the drop-off 
site at “Buddy” Attick Park. . 

Different enterprises pick up 


the used oil, antifreeze and bat-— 


teries, explained Foley. 
Maryland Environmental Ser- 
vice picks up the used oil; C & 
R Industries Anti Freeze Recy- 
clers picks up the used anti- 
freeze; and Greenbelt’s Public 
Works Department takes the old 
batteries to a scrap yard. 
Public works is also on-call 
to pick up yard waste and 
white goods (refrigerators, 
stoves, etc...), Foley added. 
Foley said a very important 
aspect of her new position is 
education, “to fine tune the pro- 
gram to meet specific needs.” 
Foley, who is married to a 
U.S.. Park Police detective sta- 
tioned in Greenbelt, for the 
time being commutes from 
Catonsville.

Saying Goodbye to Tadpole Friends

Instead of reporting directly 
to class on one of their last 
days of school, the Mishkan 
Torah Nursery School children 
had important business down by 
Greenbelt Lake at Buddy Attick 
Park.

school. This change com- 
bined with the newly reduced 
rent lowers the Cafe’s costs 
within range of its current 
revenues. Alex Barnes, board 
treasurer, noted that receipts 
from the last few weekends 
had improved. Whaples re- 
marked, “:..I wonder how the 
Cafe will run without some 
paid staff. Perhaps the volun- 
teers will feel more ‘owner- 
ship’ and responsibility if 
there is no paid staff....” Sev- 
eral members who have been 
trained under the Food and 
Beverage Licensing prace- 
dures will oversee the Cafe’s 
kitchen operations.

Recycling Corner: How, Why of Plastic Recycling 


Greenbelters helped contrib- 
ute to the 600 million pounds 
of plastic. bottles recycled last 
year in the United States. What 
happens to those bottles once 


they leave the yellow recycling © 


bin? The truck delivers all the 
reeyclables to a processor in 
Biadensburg. Once. there, the 
materials are separated and 
baled, then shipped off to be 
made into something new. (If 
bottles are sealed with caps, 
they may be thrown away. If 
they are baled, the air seal is 
so tight, there’s a risk of burst- 
ing the bale.)

tergent bottles, HDPE #2 (high 
density polyethylene). Then 
they are ground into chips 
called flakes. These flakes are 
washed to remove any remain- 
ing liquid or paper. Once the 
bottles have been processed and 
cleaned, they may urtdergo one 
of three steps to become a new 
product. 

Some PET flakes are melted 
and remolded to be included in 
items like cassette tapes and 
tennis balls. The PET flakes 
destined to become new con- 
tainers for food products are 
broken down into basic compo- 
nents, purified and reman- 
ufactured. This clean recycled 
PET is used in food containers, 
juice, soft drink and water 





bottles. Other flakes are spun 
into polyester fiber that may be 
used in carpets, fiberfill for 
sleeping bags and-fabric for 
clothing and upholstery. 

It’s important to rinse ail 
containers, remove all caps and 
lids, flatten the bottle, and re- 
cycle it in the yellow bin. 
Sorry, but microwave trays, yo- 
gurt, margaine and ice cream 
tubs, deli/bakery clam shells, 
plastic cups and utensils and 
miscellaneous plastic items are 
not accepted for recycling at 
this time. These contaminants 
are discarded at the processing

City Growing Fast 


As New Study Shows 


Greenbelt was one of the fast- 
est growing municipalities in 
Maryland, percentagewise, be- 
tween 1984 and 1989, according 
to a report published by the 
Maryland Municipal League. 
Based upon assessable base data 
obtained by the Department of 
Fiscal Services, the report, pre- 
pared by James P. Peck, Associ- 
ate Director/Research & Informa- 
tion Services of the League, 
found the City of Greenbelt to be 
the fifth fastest-growing munici- 
pality out of the 156 municipali- 
ties in Maryland and first in 
Prince George’s County. The 
city’s assessable base more than 
doubled in the five-year period, 
increasing by 125.8 percent. 

The fastest growing Maryland 
municipality in that five-year 
time period was St. Michaels 
(167.0%) in Taibot County. The 
other towns ahead of Greenbelt 
were: Walkersville (145.2%) in 
Frederick County, La Plata 
(138.2%) in Charles County and 
Hampstead (126.9%) in Carroll 
County. The second fastest grow- 
ing Prince George’s County mu-

nicipality was Laurel, with an as- 
sessable base increase of 110.7%, 
which placed it tenth among 
Maryland Municipalities. 

Over the ten year period of 
1984 to 1994, Greenbelt’s growth 
in assessable base increased by 


203.7%. That placed the city for [A 


that time period as the 25th fast- 


est-growing municipality in 
It was still the fast- fii. 


Maryland. 
est-growing city in Prince 
George’s County with Laurel 
(188.3%) again being in second 
place. In the ten-year period, the 
top three fastest-growing munici- 
palities were Mersville (412.1%) 
in Frederick County, Hampstead 
(394.7%) and Queenstown 
(359:8%), both in Queen Anne’s 
County. 

The two slowest-growing 
towns in assessable tax base in 
the state were Secretary (-39.8%) 
in Dorchester County for the 
five-year time period and Port 
Deposit (23.8%) in Cecil County 
for the ten-year period. Port De- 
posit was ranked 155 for the 
five-year period and Secretary 
155 for the ten-year’ period.

Consumers Beware 


Of Vacation Scams 


Consumers can fall into doz- 
ens of traps when answering so- 
licitations for free or inexpensive 
vacations, or pay-in-advance va- 
cation plans, warns Maryland At- 
torney General J. Joseph Curran, 
Jr. 

Many consumers who contact 
the Consumer Protection Division 
after signing up for vacation or 
travel clubs, timeshares or camp- 
ground memberships have found 
they didn’t get what they bar- 
gained for. Among the most com- 
mon complaints: consumers were 
not able to get vacation dates or 
locations requested, they didn’t 
receive promised savings, prom- 
ised “discounts” weren’t avail- 
able, some consumers found the 
accommodations to be very poor.

Tax Withholding News 


The IRS says anyone whose 
tax refund was over $200 prob- 
ably had too much tax with- 
held. According to the IRS, 
people can fix that by giving 
their employer a new Form W- 
4, “Withholding Allowance Cer- 
tificate.” When claiming more 
allowances on Form W-4 an 
employer will withhold less tax. 
The result is a bigger paycheck 
but a smaller refund. 

On the other hand, those 
who owed money on this year’s 
return probably need to have 
more withholding taken out by 
claiming fewer allowances on 
Form W-4., 

The IRS cautions that tax- 

payers who have changes in 
marital status, number of de- 
pendents, or changes as simple 
as refinancing a home at a 
lower interest rate can affect 
their tax bill. Taxpayers should 
review their withholding and 
determine whether to submit a 
new Form W-4,

New Museum Exhibit 


Features Timepieces 

The Greenbelt Museum is pre- 
senting “Deco Time,” a special 
exhibit of Art Deco clocks and 
watches, through August 4. The 
timepieces, dating from the late 
1920s through the early 1940s, 
are on display throughout the 
museum. Some of the clocks 
were owned by Greenbelt resi- 
dents, and stories associated with 
them are highlighted. Between 
the World Wars, new design ele- 
ments swept through Europe and 
America, a sleek, modern style 
designed for luxury and leisure, 
for comfort and conviviality. 

In, the 1920s, clocks began to 
be made from materials cheap 
enough for the average American 
household to afford more than 
one. By 1929, clocks were crisp, 
angular, and “chic,” gleaming 
with chrome and enamel—an in- 
dustrial modern look that replaced 
the elegant grandfather clock tra- 
dition. Clock shapes were simpli- 
fied into circles or squares, and 
the numerals dissolved into 
straight, lines, embracing a con- 
cept of the pure aerodynamic line 
promoted by scientists. Some 
clocks were even made to look 
like airplanes. 

The stock market crash of 
1929 and the great Depression 
that followed had a tremendous 
impact on the decorative arts in 
America, since consumer buying 
virtually ceased. To restimulate 
the market in the 1930s, the pro- 
fession of “industrial destgner”

“Deco Time,” an exhibit of 16 clocks and watches of the 1930s 
and 1940s, is now featured at the Greenbelt Museum. The stream- 
lined design of the clocks in the above photograph was typical of 
the 1930s decorative arts and architecture. The design reflects 
the optimism people felt for the future. Most of the clocks in the 
exhibit depict bright colors, simple carving shapes; the use of 
chrome, glass and onyx were typical of the period. The four Ameri- 
can-made electric clocks in the photograph include two mantel

-A_ large 
local reaction will result in 
swelling that extends beyond 
the sting site. For example, a 
person stung on the forearm 
may have the entire arm swell 
to twice its normal size. — Al- 
though alarming in appearance, 
this condition is often treated 
the same as a normal reaction. 
However, because this condi- 
tion may persist for two or 
gjhree days, antihistamines and 
steroids. are sometimes pre- 
scribed to lessen the discom- 
fort. 

The most serious reaction 
to an insect sting is an aller- 
gic one. This condition re- 
quires immediate medical. at- 
tention. Symptoms of an_al- 
lergic reaction or “anaphylaxis” 
may include one or more of 
the following: hives, itching, 
and swelling in areas other 
than the sting site; tightness in 
the chest. and difficulty in 
breathing; hoarse voice or 
swelling of the tongue; dizzi- 
ness or a sharp drop in blood 
pressure; unconsciousness or 
cardiac arrest. This type of 
reaction can occur within min- 
utes after the sting and may 
be life-threatening or even fa- 
tal. ‘People who have experi- 
enced an allergic reaction to 
an insect sting have a 60% 
chance of a similar or worse 
reaction if stung again.

Data Assistance 
At Local Library 


Where in Prince George’s 
County can I go to find the 
zoning for a piece of land 
behind my house? Where may 
I find data for foreign-born 
populations? Is there a com- 
munity center with dance 
classes close to my place of 
work? 

To help -citizens find an- 
swers to questions like these, 
the Department of Geography 
at the University of Maryland 
at College Park-has developed 
a prototype software browser 
for tracking down sources of 
map data.
